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INTRODUCTORY. 


The  following  interest  calculations  are  made  on  the^sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  any  number  of  days  on  a  basis  of  360  days  per 
year,  this  being  the  common  usage.  To  find  the  interest  on  any 
other  sum,  multiply  the  amount  on  which  the  interest  is  wanted  by 
the  interest  as  given  opposite  the  number  of  days  and^  under  the 
rate  per  cent  you  wish  to  use. 

EXAMPLE.— Whsit  is  the  interest  on  $746  60  for  270  days  at  7  per 
ceni  ? 

By  referring  to  the  table,  we  find  opposite  270  and  under  7  per 
cent  the  figures  5.2500.  Multiply  this  amount  by  747  tit  is  always 
customary  to  discard  everything  under  fifty  cents  and  call  fifty  cents  or 
over  one  dollar)  and  we  have  the  amount  39.217500  or  $39  22. 

On  all  the  results  of  the  calculations  by  the  use  of  these  tables 
place  a  dot  after  the  first  six  figures,  beginning  at  the  right  and  run- 
ning to  the  left.  All  figures  to  the  left  of  this  dot  are  dollars  and  the 
first  two  to  the  right  are  cents  and  the  other  four  fractions  of  a  cent. 

EXAMPLE.— Whsit  is  the  interest  on  $41655  for  318  days  at  5  per 
cent? 

Opposite  318  and  under  5  per  cent  we  find  4.4166,  which  multi- 
plied by  416  giyes  18.373056  or  $18  37. 

EXAMPLE,— Whsit  is  the  interest  on  $325  for  346  days  at  6  per 
cent? 

Opposite  346  and  under  6  per  cent  we  find  5.7666,  which  multi- 
plied by  325  gives  18.741450  or  $18  74. 

EXAMPLE. —  What  is  the  interest  on  $40  for  45  days  at  3  per  cent? 

Opposite  45  and  under  3  per  cent  we  find  .3750,  which  multiplied 
by  40  gives  .150000  or  15  cents. 

EXAMPLE. — What  is  the  interest  on  $25  for  75  days  at  4  per  cent? 

Opposite  75  and  under  4  per  cent  we  find  .8333,  which  multiplied 
by  25  gives  .208325  or  21  cents,  nearly. 

If  interest  is  wanted  for  any  other  rate  than  those  shown  in 
tables,  it  can  readily  be  arrived  at  by  doubling  one  of  the  given  rates 
or  adding  two  or  more  of  them  together.

Multiply  the  number  of  dollars  by  the  number  of  days  and 

Divide  by  120,  if  for  3  per  cent.

The  answer  will  be  in  cents. 

EXAMPLE— ^h2ii  is  the  interest  on  $500  00  for  135  days  at  8  per 
cent? 

500  multiplied  by  135  equals  67  500     This  divided  by  45   gives 
$15.00. 

Any  number  of  dollars  converted  into  cents  will  show  the  interest 
for  the  following  number  of  days : 

If  3  per  cent,  the  interest  will  be  for  120  days.

I  hold  a  note  dated  March  15,  having  60  days  to  run  (without 
grace)  which  I  wish  to  discount  April  20.  How  many  days  interest 
should  be  allowed  ? 

Opposite  March  15,  we  find 74 

Add  60  days,  number  it  has  to  run 60 

Making  the  note  due  May  14,  the  day  opposite 134 

Discount  it  April  20,  opposite 110 

I  should,  therefore,  allow  24  days 24 

I  average  an  account  which  I  find  is  due  35  days  before  July  1st. 
What  is  the  date  due  ? 

Opposite  July  1st,  we  find 182 

Deducting  the  number  days  due 35 

We  find  May  27  opposite 147 

To  find  the  maturity  of  a  note  when  one  of  the  dates  is  beyond 
December  31st  or  in  the  second  year. 

Subtract  the  number  opposite  the  earlier  date  from  the  number 
opposite  December  31st.  This  will  give  the  number  in  the  first  year. 
Subtract  this  result  from  the  whole  number  of  days  wanted  and  the 
difference  will  show  the  number  in  the  second  year.

Subtract  the  number  opposite  the  earlier  date  from  the  number 
opposite  Dec.  31st.  This  will  give  the  number  in  the  first  year.  To 
this  add  the  number  opposite  last  date  and  the  amount  will  be  the  an- 
s  ^er. 

example—How  many  days  from  Dec.  10th  to  Feb.  2nd? 

Opposite  Dec.  31st,  we  find 365 

Opposite  Dec.  10th,  we  find 344

Opposite  Feb.  2nd,  we  find 33
